All  students  at  Tazewell  High  School  have  their  yearly 
grades  averaged  according  to  the  National  Association  of 
Secondary  School  Principals  plan.  The  grades  for  Seniors 
are  again  averaged  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  the 
senior  year  and  the  GPA  (grade  point  average)  is  deter¬ 
mined  at  this  time  on  the  4-point  scale.

The 
students  were  juniors  and  seniors  and  were  assigned  a  county  official  to 
work  with  for  half-a-day.  After  this  the  students  enjoyed  a  luncheon  at 
the  American  Legion  Building  in  Tazewell.  Each  student  and  county 
official  enjoyed  the  day  and  wished  it  could  have  lasted  longer.  The 
purpose  of  Youth-In-Government  Day  was  for  the  students  to  learn 
more  about  their  county  officials  and  the  work  they  do.  After  the  day 
was  over  each  student  brought  back  to  class  reports  of  his  experience.
